The following arc extracts from the Ser­ 
mon delivered before tlio Legislature of 
Massachusetts, at Boston, on the 2Cth ult. 
by the Rev. W m. E. C u a n m m c . 


“ Inw aid, Spiritual Liberty, this is 
the great gift of Jkki/s C h r i s t .— This 
will be the chief topic of the present 
discourse. 
I wish to show, that this is 
the suprem e good of men, and that civil 
and political liberty has but little worth 
but as it springs from, and invigorates 
this.’’ 


“ In order, how ever, that Religion 
should yieltl its full and best fruits, one 
thing is necessary ; and the time« require 
that 1 should state it with great distinct­ 
ness. It is necessary that religion should 
be held and professed in a liberal spirit. 
Just as far as it assumes an intolerant, 
excessive, sectarian form, it subverts, 
instead of strengthening the soul's free­ 
dom, and becomes the heaviest and most 
galling yoke which is laid on the intellect 
and conscience. 
Keligion must be view­ 
ed, not as a monopoly of priests, minis- 
tcrs, or MCti, cot at conferring 00 any 


Iro n disobedience the consciousness of j selves, than belonging to a rich country 
guilt. 
It is even wise to abstain Irom j 
laws, which, however wise and good in | 
themselves, have the semhlauce of in- !
